Lebanese Christians Say

Lebanon, Christian spokesmen said 
today. 

A spokesman for the Phalange, 
the biggest Christian party, said 
tha t the bodies of 30 of the slain 
young men were decomposing in a 
valley near the village of Xour, 35 
miles north of Beirut. 

Kour was the main target of Syr- 
ian operations begun Friday to dis- 
arm Christian militias outside 
Beirut. The village, on a hill com- 
manding a road network in the Ba- 
troun region, was overrun by heli- 
copter-borne Syriac troops backed 
by tanks. 

The spokesman said that 18 


Christian bodies were recovered 
from Kour by a Red Cross team, 
“but the rescue team was not able 
to go down the valley to get the 30 
other bodies." 

Similar Operation 

After consolidating their hold on 
Batroun, the Syrians turned to the 
neighboring province of Bcharre in 
a similar three-day operation of 
house-to-bouse searches for arms 
and Christians. 

The bodies of six yoong men 
from Bcharre were reportedly 
found in woods near the city yester- 
day. Bcharre’s two representatives

They said that the United States 
was considering how to resolve a 
series of complicated legal ques- 
tions arising from the fact that Ber- 
lin was technically still considered 
occupied by the four former World 
War II Allies — the United States, 
the Soviet Union, Britain and 
France. 

One of the key issues, according 
to the officials, was whether \JS. or 
local authorities should deal with 
the hijacker and those who surren- 
dered with him. 

At the Slate Department, the 
Office for Combating Terrorism set 
up a working group to coordinate 
information between the depart- 
ment's European bureau ana the 
Pentagon. 

Left From Gdansk 

The aircraft of the Polish airline 
LOT was flying from Gdansk, for- 
merly Danzig, to East Berlin, when 
the hijacker took command. 

As soon as it landed at Tempel- 
hof, it was surrounded by U-S. Air 
Force fire tracks. A group of U.S. 
officers went to speak to the hijack- 
er and to the pilot. 

The last hijacking in Berlin oc- 
curred on April 9, when two broth- 
ers who belonged to an aero club in 
East Berlin suddenly turned away 
from their own airport and hopped 
across the demarcation line into 
West Berlin, where they landed at a 
British airport and asked for 
asylum. 

Tempelhof Airport was the city’s 
main commercial airport until three 
years ago, when most commercial 
and charter aircraft moved to 
Tegd, further from the dty center. 
Tempelhof was the heart of the Al- 
lied airlift that defeated the Soviet 
blockade of West Berlin in 1948-49. 

Only a few U.S. Air Force and 
Array aircraft are stationed at Tem- 
pelhof. But the Air Force mahuamc 
the airport so that it could resume 
full-scale operations on short 
notice. 


At Least 5 Die 
As Bombs Fall 
On Matagalpa 

MANAGUA. Aug. 30 (UPI) — 
National Guard planes today 
bombed and strafed sections of 
Matagalpa. a city held by anii- 
Somoza insurgents armed with 
machetes, homemade bombs, pis- 
tols and rifles, killing at least live 
persons and starting scores of fires. 

On the ground troops led by the 
son of President An as las io Somoza 
poured heavy machine gun fire on 
the city hall' held by an estimated 
500 young insurgents who were 
said to control two-thirds of the 
city. 

At least five persons died in the 
battle, and bodies could be seen ly- 
ing in the streets. 

Four National Guard planes had 
bombed, rocketed and strafed the 
dty hall and other areas of the dty 
for more than five hours yesterday, 
sparking many fires. Heavy rains 
interrupted the bombardment until 
shortly after dawn. 

The young people strung barbed 
wire on Sunday in central Matagal- 
pa, 90 miles north of here, and cre- 
ated a no-man’s-land that the Na- 
tional Guard could not enter be- 
cause of the gunfire. 

‘War of Youths' 

Witnesses said that the insur- 
gents, who declared the areas they 
held “Free Territoiy of Matagal- 
pa," were poorly armed with 
homemade bombs; machetes, pis- 
tols and a few rifles.

The National Guard, command- 
ed by Mayor Anastasio Somoza 
Portocarrerb, the president's son. 
sent in reinforcements by helicop- 
ter yesterday to prevent a’ complete 
takeover by the insurgents. The Na- 
tional Guard controlled only the 
Matagalpa array barracks and 


some suburban areas, witnesses 
said. 

Violent anti-Somoza outbreaks 
were also reported in Diriamba. 30 
miles south of here, where one per- 
son was reported dead and two 
wounded in street clashes, and in 
Jinotepe. 25 miles south of here. 

President Somoza yesterday de- 
fied demands, including some by 


rightist National Guard officers 
who reportedly were plotting to 
overthrow him. that he step down. 
“My resignation would insure a 
Marxist takeover." he said. 

“1 intend to remain as president 
until my term expires.” he added. 
He promised a “fair and honest 
election" in 1981.

Waldheim Requests Units for Namibia

UNITED NATIONS, Aug. 30 
(UPI) — Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim asked the Security 
Council today to send 7.500 troops 
and 1,200 civilians to South-West 
Africa to guarantee free elections. 
It would be the largest UN opera- 
tion since the Congo. 

Mr. Waldheim told the Security 
Council in a report that overseeing 
elections and monitoring a cease- 
fire in the guerrilla war in South- 
West Africa (Namibia) would take 
a year and cost up to $300 million 
— more than half the total annual 
UN budget of $500 million. 

South Africa has ruled the for- 
mer German colony since the end 
of World War I under a League of 
Nations mandate in defiance of 
UN resolutions, but this year 
agreed to a plan for elections and 
independence in the territoiy. 

The operation proposed "by Mr. 
Waldheim is the largest since the 
world body sent a force which at its 


peak reached 23.400 troops to re- 
store order to the former Belgian 
Congo, now Zaire, in 1960. The 
Congo operation look four years 
and cost 5425 million. 

The Timetable 

Mr. Waldheim said that he 
would dqploy military units in the 
terriiory three weeks after the Se- 
curity Council approves the opera- 
tion "and would bring the force — 
to be called the UN Transition 
Group (UNTAG) — to full 
strength within 12 weeks. 

The five-nation Western plan ap- 
proved by the Security Council July 
27 aims "to create an independent 
state in South-West Africa within 
seven months after council approv- 
al of the plan, which is expected be- 
fore the end of September. This 
would pave the way for an inde- 
pendent Namibia by late summer 
of next year.

Hua, Shah Reported to Discuss Security 


TEHRAN, Aug. 30 ( AP) — Chi- 
nese leader Hua Kuo-feng, and 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlavt be- 
gan talks today aimed at rejuvenat- 
ing a 2.000-year-old relationship 
and reaching common ground on 
the sensitive issue of security. 

The shah greeted the Chinese 
leader at the entrance stairs of the 
ornate Saadabad summer palace, 
where they sat down with their 
delegations for two hours of discus- 
sions. 

Details of the talks were not 
reported, but informed government 
and -newspaper sources indicated 
that the question of big-power 
rivalry in the Gulf and Indian 
Ocean region was high on the agen- 
da. Hie presence of top Chinese 
and Iranian military officers at the 


first round of talks tended to sup- 
port this speculation. 

Tehran and Peking agree that 
this strategic oil region is vulnera- 
ble to the designs of the super- 
powers, particularly the Soviet 
Union. 

Indirect Attack 

Within hours alter arriving yes- 
terday, Mr. Hua indirectly attacked 
Soviet intentions with the familiar 
Chinese criticism of superpower 
“hegemony,” but the shah concen- 
trated in his opening remarks on 
reaffirming Iran’s insistence that 
the states of the region should be 
solely responsible for their own sta- 
bility ana security. 

Both Mr. Hua and the shah have 
said that their countries will sign a 
cultural cooperation agreement and 


formalize a scientific-technical co- 
operative program during the Chi- 
nese leader’s three-day visit. 

Iran has taken care not to further 
irritate the Soviet Union over the 
visit by the leader of Moscow’s 
Communist rival. The official Sovi- 
et press showed particular annoy- 
ance at Mr. Hua's earlier remarks 
in Romania and Yugoslavia. 

This is the first trip by a Chinese 
Communist leader to a capitalist 
country, and Iranian demonstrators 
have made efforts to have him no- 
tice protests of government poli- 
cies. Mr. Hua’s quarters at the 
Golesian guest palace overlook 
southern Tehran, where distur- 
bances resumed last night, but it is 
not known whether me Chinese 
leader saw them. 


Bank Network Believed to Hide Kickbacks of U.S, Agency 

Investigators Say Contractors Were Paid by GSA for Imaginary Work

WASHINGTON. Aug. 30 
(WF) — Federal agents investi- 
gating corruption itt the General 
Services Administration have un- 
covered a network of bank ac- 
counts here and abroad that they 
believe were used to conceal mil- 
lions of dollars in payoffs to 
GSA employees by contractors 
who maintain and repair federal 
buildings. 

• The contractors put money 
into the bank accounts that they 
had received from the GSA for 
contracted maintenance and re- 
pair work that never was done, 
according to sources close to the 

investigation. 

After shifting the money be- 
tween hanks in various cities to 
make it difficult to trace, the con- 
tractor-. then withdrew *>me of 


the cash and returned it to the 
GSA employees who had ap- 
proved the contracts and pay- 
ments for nonexistent work, ac- 
cording to the sources. 

The GSA employees then 
moved the payoff money again 
through several banks, the sourc- 
es said. 

FBI investigators and federal 
prosecutors who are probing 
GSA with federal grand juries 
here and in Baltimore have exa- 
mined bank accounts in the 
United Stales .but have vet to 
check on those traced to foreign 
countries, including one in Swit- 
zerland. 

Although no one has been able 
to add up the amount of money 
involved. Vicent Aho. a former 


Justice Department prosecutor 
hired by the GSA administrator. 
Jay Solomon, to help clean up 
corruption in the agency has said 
that he believes the money scan- 
dal might be the biggest in U.S. 
government history. 

A GSA employee under inves- 
tigation allegedly received 
$250,000 in payoffs in two years, 
according to the sources. Howev- 
er. the investigators have found 
that most of the GSA employees 
being probed live in relatively 
modest homes. 

"There was no ostentation," a 
source said “By and large, the 
GSA people spent it on cars, 
girls, dinners and trips. About 
the only thing that wasn’t paid 
for [hy the contractors] was utili-

Hogate’s or the Flagship (water- 
front restaurants] buying 
dinners, drinks and girls for 
everyone." 

Last week, seven of the GSA 
employees under investigation 
were "subpoenaed by a grand 
jury, fingerprinted, photo- 
graphed by the FBI and required 
to provide samples of their 
handwriting, sources said. 

The handwriting samples were 
needed to obtain further evi- 
dence in linking officials wi ih the 
.GSA documents that were signed 
to approve payments. 

The FBI and prosecutors have 
found that, in most instances, the 
GSA officials demanded the pay- 


ments from the contractors. 

“The building managers would 
tell the contractors they had bet- 
ter kick in or they wouldn't get 
any contracts at all," a source 
said. “They always received the 
cash in a one-on-one situation." 

As a result, prosecutors must 
obtain confessions from contrac- 
tors as proof. 

Typically, GSA building man- 
agers certified that contractors 
had performed double or triple 
the electrical' painting, altera- 
tion, repair or construction work 
that actually was done, sources 
said. 

At CIA headquarters, investi- 
gators found that the amount 
paid by the GSA for installation 
of Door tile was enough to have 


paid for the tiling of floors in a 
building six or eight times the 
size of the CIA building, sources 
said. 

“A lot of the floors in the CIA 
building still have no tiles," an 
investigator added. 

Since the investigations began, 
morale at GSA has plummeted 
and employees say that they are 
fearful of approving any pay- 
ments to contractors. 

Like other government agen- 
cies, GSA always has had the 
reputation of operating at a 
snail’s pace. Contractors now say 
that it takes even longer to be 
paid for work. 

"That’s one of the reasons you 
had crooked contractors."" a 
source said. “The only ones who 
could afford to wait until they 
were paid were the ones who had 
performed no work.”

“will not use force except in self- 
defense. Self-defense will include 
resistance to attempts to prevent it 
from discharging its duties under 
the mandate of the Security 
Council.”

South-West Africa late yesterday, a 
South African military spokesman 
said. 

Maj. Gen. Jannie Geldenhuys 
said that South African troops had 
launched a military security opera- 
tion but would not specify if that 
meant that they had entered Ango- 
la. 

He said that troops of Angola's 
ruling MPLA party earlier yester- 
day occupied the Angolan town of 
Calai. a former stronghold of guer- 
rillas of UN1TA (Union for the To- 
la! Interdependence of Angola), 
one of the factions that fought for 
control of Angola after its inde- 
pendence in 1975. 

To Exchange Prisoners 

PRETORIA, Aug. 30 (Reuters) 
— South Africa and Angola have 
agreed to exchange prisoners of 
war. Foreign Minister R,F. Botha 
said today. 

Mr. Botha said in a statement 
that the exchange would take place 
under the auspices of the Interna- 
tional Red Cross. 

No date was announced for the 
exchange.

U.S. Vaccination Requirements 
Disappear Along With Smallpox 

WASHINGTON. Aug. 30 fNYT) — For the first time, travelers 
to the United States no longer require vaccinations of any kind to 
satisfy federal health regulations. 

A recent publication of the Center for Disease Control, the feder- 
al health facility in Atlanta, reported that the requirement for 
smallpox vaccination has been officially dropped. Early in this dec- 
ade requirements for cholera and yellow fever vaccinations of tra- 
velers also were dropped. 

Immunization against some diseases such as polio, tetanus and. 
in some cases, yellow fever and typhus are still recommended for 
persons traveling from the U.S., said Dr. William Foege. director of 
the Center for Disease Control, but now a person can enter this 
country from any pan of the world without a vaccination require- 
ment. 

In recent years, the smallpox vaccination requirement has been 
dwindling in importance as that once-dread disease has gradually 
been eliminated from the planet under a 12-year international 
health assault 

It had been the U.S. practice to require smallpox vaccination 
only for travelers returning from areas where the disease existed. 
But" at the beginning of this year, there was no such area known in 
the world.

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The Lesson of Rome 


We do not have an “opinion” about the 
election of Pope John Paul I. Even experi- 
enced leaders of the Roman Catholic Church 
do not know him well. The new pontiff seems 
to be a man of charm as well as erudition. 
His first pronouncements promise more cau- 
tious reform, in the spirit of Paul VL and 
greater human warmth, in the spirit of John 
XXII I. The Cardinal of Venice was the quick 
and easy choice of his fellow cardinals, ap- 
parently because they recognized in him the 
two great yearnings of their venerable 
church: to balance the protection of doctrine 
against the' pressures for reform and to rec- 
oncile the teachings of austere discipline with 
the fact of human ' deprivation the world 
over. It will be many years before anyone can 
judge the new pope's diplomacy toward 
other religions, his recognition of the need to 
find a new place for women in all societies, 
and his views on contraception and abortion 
and their place in human evolution. 

In a strictly political sort of way, however, 
we have been impressed again by the hierar- 
chical and institutional strength of the 
Roman Cburch. It is, after all, only a huge 
and loose confederation of h uman organiza- 
tions that, in Stalin's contemptuous phrase, 
cannot field a single division of troops. It is 
held together by an ideology, a body of con- 
servative and conserving doctrine, but dis- 
pute about the meaning of that^ ideology is 
itself one of the central concerns of the 
church. It is held together by history and by 
ceremony, yet even the faithful have periodi- 
cally found much to complain about in both. 
In the end. the church exists because its 
members want it to exist, because the weak- 
est and poorest of them find it responsive to 
their needs and therefore enriching. 

And the College of Cardinals plainly re- 


sponded again to the conflicting emotions of 
the faithful. It again, chose an Italian, but a 
pastoral leader from the Held instead of a 
bureaucrat from the Vatican. It chose a less 
austere figure than the last Pope to give heart 
to the churchmen who have wanted more ur- 
gently to address the problems of poverty 
and human rights. Yet it chose a doctrinally 
conservative leader who will not easily yield 
the inherited teachings to the clamor of the 
moment. Above all, it chose quickly and 
when the deed was done, the losing candi- 
dates and the disappointedjoined all the rest 
in celebration of an act of renewal. 

The church, plainly, combines the features 
of a democracy with those of an autocracy. 
And it can teach them both. People of the 
democratic faith could observe an instituion 
rediscovering itself without public opinion 
polls and referendums. Supporters of die au- 
tocratic faiths could observe an institution 
deciding the succession without visible strain 
or resort to force. 

To witness the spectacle of Rome is to be 
reminded that institutions can be only as 
strong as the faith of their members and that 
hierarchies of men can be jointly responsive 
only if they bind themselves in a common 
endeavor. A hierarchy of leaders that will not 
accept elementary institutional discip lines 
may appear to be free, but it cannot in the 
end be held accountable to anything. An in- 
stitution that merely registers the temporal 
appetites of its members may appear to be 
responsible, but it cannot in the end save 
enduring values. A church cannot and must 
not be our model* for political organization. 
But it can serve us. as so often before, as an 
inspiration. i

A Golden Fleece for Proxmire 


After years of presenting “Golden Fleece” 
awards to others for alleged ridiculous waste 
of taxpayers' funds. Sen. William Proxmire 
of Wisconsin has now qualified for one him- 
self. 

He has discovered a proposed $5.7-million 
appropriation for continued analysis of the 
lunar soil and rocks brought back, by the 
Apollo astronauts. The United States has 
spent S30 billion on Apollo, he declares, and 
that’s enough. As far as he is concerned, the 
people who want to study .the moon rocks 
should “just use their own money.” The sena- 
tor's argument induced the Senate Appropri- 
ations Committee to delete the funds from 
the National Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration budget 

* * * 

But if there was a rational point to spend- 
ing the billions to send astronauts to the 
moon, it was precisely to furnish scientists 
with material to help them better understand 
the universe. Sen. Proxmire's pinched econo- 
mizing would stop that effort long before the 
needed analysis has been completed; most of 
the lunar rocks returned to earth have yet to 
be examined. 


The material already studied has provided 
considerable knowledge. Scientists have been 
able, for example, to study lunar material 
created at the very be ginning of the solar sys- 
tem. They have found that the intense and 
unprecedented meteoric bombardment of the 
earth and moon almost 4 billion years ago 
consisted of eight types of celestial objects, 
only one of which resembles meteorites. The 
research is enhancing our understanding of 
the origin of the solar system and its Erst 
billion years, all traces of which long ago dis- 
appeared from earth. 

* * * 

The real waste, in short, is not the minus- 
cule $5.7 million needed to continue this 
research. It is the scientific dividend of the 
$30 billion spent on the Apollo project that 
would be lost. The research money is includ- 
ed in the House bill and a House-Senate con- 
ference committee will take it up any day 
now. 

By restoring the funds that the Senate 
committee has deleted, the conferees can 
avoid being penny wise and moon foolish.

The Gold Bug 


Y ou d think it would be easy to raise three 
loud cheers for U.S. District Judge William 
Mehrtens, who ruled lost week that the State 
of Florida must return to Mel Fisher $2.3 
million. The S2.3 million was what the state 
had claimed as its share of a treasure in gold 
and silver that Mr. Fisher had dredged up 
from the Spanish galleon Neustra Senora de 
Atocha. sunk on its way to Spain in 1623. 
Mr. Fisher had originally made a deal to give 
the State of Florida 25 percent of his find. 
But in an unrelated case, the Supreme Court 
ruled that the Atocha's waters (beyond the 3- 
mile limit) were not subject to the state’s 
jurisdiction; so Florida had no case. Yet the 
state continued to claim — in a fine bit of 
mad logic — that it still had a deal. Mr. 
Fisher sued and won. 

There is, of course, another side to these 
coins. Both the State of Florida and the U.S. 
government (which also made a claim on Mr. 
Fisher, and lost) were acting in the interests 
of their Antiquities Acts, under which histor- 
ical artifacts, such as those retrieved from the 
Atocha. are preserved and displayed before 
the public. Evidently the Atocha's treasure is 
something to see: a gold and coral rosary, 
pitchers, cannons, chalices, swords and 
daggers, muskets, an astrolabe — to say 


nothing of 7.000 handstruck coins, equally 
valuable and beautiful. Mr. Fisher may pre- 
serve and display his find, or he may sell it 
off to pay his stockholders. In terms of pub- 
lic benefit, the hoard might better have been 
handled by the state and Fed. 

And yet in terras of good old American 
pluck and zeal there can be no question that 
Mr. Fisher deserves his find. He has earned 
it, certainly. Eleven years of searching; three 
vessels sunk; more than 52.5 million spent; 
and the greatest costs of alL the loss of a son 
and daughter-in-law. who were drowned in 
the quest. Clearly Mr. Fisher is obsessed — 
less, probably, by avarice than by some pro- 
pelling adventurous urge he can't explain. In 
that way he is like the country before it de- 
veloped the governments that sought to grab 
his treasure for the common good. 

So here's one cheer for Judge Mehrtens 
and private enterprise; one for the state and 
nation; and one for Mr. Fisher, who will now 
continue his hunt.

Sugar PiUs Can Trigger Output 
Of Painkillers , U.S. Study Finds 

LOS ANGELES. Aug. 30 (AP) — Sugar pills masquerading as 
medicme sometimes produce dramatic results because they can 
tnck the brum into producing a natural painkiller similar to' mor- 
. phine. a University of California study has found. 

A placebo — a sugar or salt solution that bv itself does nothing — 
eases pain m about one-third of all patients.' but that result usually 
is tfismisscd as a purely psychological reaction. Dr. Howard Fields 
said Monday that a University of California, San Francisco, study 
-proved otherwise 

He said that in many patients the placebo somehow triggers the 
release of pain-fighting chemicals called endorphins. 

“The fact that you gel relief {from a placebo) depends on your 
expectation of getting relief, so to that extent it may be psychologi- 
cal. But the pain suppression is real” Dr. Fields sai d 

The study was outlined in Montreal- during the Second World 
Congress on Pain. 

Dr. Fields said that a better understanding of the endorphin- 
triggering mechanism might lead to drug-free treatment of pain. 
The painkillers were identified just three years ago and lirtJe is 
known about how or why they are produced. 

Dr. Fields said that he and his co-workers. Dr. Jon Levine and 
Dr. Newton Gordon, conducted the experiment with 50 dental pa- 
tients who had had teeth pulled a few hours earlier. About one- 
third of the patients reported decreased pain after being injected 
with a placebo, but the benefits of the placebo disappeared after 
injection of a substance that blocked the action of morphine and 
related drugs. 

The injection had no effect on those who were not helped by the 
placebo, he said. Endorphins are the best explanation for those 
results, he said.

Intense Radiation 

The NOAA observatory continu- 
ously monitors the sun with optical 
telescopes, special antennas and 
computers that assess radiological 
measurements made from satellites 
and observatories all over the 
world. 

Observers are particularly alert 
for solar flares — brilliant jets that 
sometimes burst from the sun's sur- 
face. sending showers of intense ra- 
diation toward the earth. Flares ap- 
pear to be the main cause of the 
magnetic storms on earth that pro- 
duce auroral displays, disrupt radio 
and electrical communications and 
impair navigating instruments. 

in the few years that the NOAA 
warning service has been in opera- 
tion. its record of success in 
predicting solar weather and pro- 
Because of the danger caused bv viding timely warning of terrestrial 

effects has unproved steadily, and 
hundreds of private and official 
government organizations have 
come to rely on the forecasts. 

But the present storm caught the 
NOAA solar weather forecasters 
completely by surprise, they said. 

Solar FSameofs 


bacteria and red blood cells. Lyso- 
somes contain enzymes that break 
down any known biological sub- 
stance. 

In normal cells, lysosomes 3ct as 
a kind of recycling center. As parts 
of the cell wear out they are broken 
down by lysosomal enzymes into 
basic substances that can be used 
(o make new cell parts. But in de- 
generative diseases such as muscu- 
lar dystrophy it is thought that en- 
zymes break down cell parts at a 
faster rate than normal, resulting in 
destruction of muscle tissue. 

The research into the lysosome’s 
role in degenerative disease has 
been led by Dr. John Bird, director 
of the New Jersey university’s Bu- 
reau of Biological Research. Last 
year, with doctors from the Univer- 
sity of Chicago and Cambridge 
University in England, he demon- 
strated for die first time that 2 of 
the lysosomal enzymes, of which 
there are more than 40. cause mus- 
cle degeneration like that seen in 
muscular dystrophy. 

The enzymes' and muscle 
proteins were purified and tested in 
lest tubes, as well as in animals. By 
use of an electron microscope, the 
lysosomal enzymes were photo- 
graphed in the process of digesting 
muscle tissue.’' 

The findings are significant. Dr. 
Bird said, because they provide a 
focal point for future research. 
“For the first time we know which 
enzymes are degrading muscles.” 
he said. The findings are applicable 
to any degenerative disease, he add- 
ed, because the lysosome is the only 
source of enzymes that break down 
cell parts. 

Scientists ax Rutgers and else- 
where are investigating various 
chemical substances that Inhibit the 
action of lysosomal enzymes. 
Rutgers researchers have discov- 
ered that cells contain a natural in- 
hibitor to one of the enzymes and 
are trying to -learn the chemical 
makeiro of the inhibitor in the hope 
of syntnesizmg it 

Scientists elsewhere are exploring 
the possibility that enzymes escape 
from the lysosome when the cell is 
subject to certain stresses, and are 
seeking an agent to stabilize the 
outer wall of the lysosome. 

The results of such research 
could provide more effective treat- 
ment, but not a cure, for muscular 
dystrophy, which is an hereditary 
disease that takes several forms. 
Dr. Bird said. 

Dr. Bird's research at Rutgers 
was funded by the National Insti- 
tutes of Health and the Muscular 
Dystrophy Association.

Physick House: Remnant of Victoriana in New Jersey

C APE MAY. NJ. (WP) — in 
the mid- 1800s Cape May was 
called “playground of the presi- 
dents.” Presidents these days are 
more likely to play in the South, 
but the cape’s remarkable collec- 
tion of Victorian architecture 
remains. 

Five presidents — Franklin 
Pierce: Chester Arthur. James 
Buchanan. Ulysses S. Grant and 
Benjamin Harrison — took to the 
waters of the internationally fa- 
mous resort and gambled in the 
Mount Vernon, then the largest ho- 
tel in the world. Sen. Henry Clay 
and Rep. Abraham Lincoln were 
among those vacationing here, at- 
tracted not only by the local ameni- 
ties but also by the writing digni- 
taries. 

In 1867 a fire destroyed the 
Mount Vernon and most of the 
town's summer “palaces,” but resi- 
dents quickly rebuilL Not to be 
rivaled by the up-and-coming At- 
lantic City. Cape May’s new sum- 
mer homes were a hybrid combina- 
tion of Gothic, Romanesque, Iiali- 
anate and Second Empire. As a 
result. C3pe May now has one of 
the largest concentrations of Victo- 
rian architecture in North America.

It was de- 
ed by Frank Furness, a Cape 
May resident and a major architect 


of the Victorian period. He was 
hired in 1878 by Dr. EmJen Pby- 
rick, a prominent Philadelphian, to 
design a 16-room “cottage.” The 
Exnlen Physick mansion, completed 
in 1881, represents the “stick style” 
of the 19th century — bold designs, 
steeply gabled roofs, tall propor- 
tions. irregular silhouettes, upside- 
down chimneys and hooded 
dormers — very different from the 
popular lacy gingerbread bouses. 

Partnership 

Early in his career Furness stud- 
ied under Richard Morris Hunt, 
the great Beaux Arts architect who 
designed the Bfirmore mansion in 
Asheville. N.C la 1867 he left 
Hunt to begin a partnership in 
Philadelphia with John Fraser and 
George w. Hewitt. When Hewitt 
left the partnership to go to Wash- 
ington. Furness took on Louis Sul- 
livan, later the famed art nouveau 
architect, as a young draftsman. 

In later years, in his memoirs 
about Furness. Sullivan reflected, 
“He affected the English m fashion 
. . . wore loud plaids and a scowl 
... his face was snarled and 
homely as an English bulldog’s 
. . . and he swore like a Hooper.” 
Despite Sullivan’s rather stern but 
colorful evaluation of Furness' 
character, he greatly admired Fur- 
ness’ designs and believed him to 
be a brilliantly gifted draftsman. 
Sullivan knew talenL When he left 


Furness to start his own Finn, he 
hired as a draftsman young Frank 
Lloyd Wright who was to become 
the great American architect of the 
early part of this century. 

Before the Civil War. Furness 
designed churches, schools, rail- 
road stations and part of the Phila- 
delphia Zoo. 

After four years of p lanning and 
building, Physick. then 23. moved 
into his Gothic Revival house. He 
lived in the 16-room mansion until 
his death in 1916. 

In the 1960s the house, in bad 
repair, was purchased by a local de- 
veloper who tried, ana failed, to 
convert it into a restaurant. The de- 
veloper then derided to raze the 
house and sell off the property, not 
an unfamiliar occurrence in Cape 
May. Before this could be done, (he 
city of Cape May. and with it the 
Physick estate, was selected as a 
National Historic Landmark by the 
it's National Register of 
>nc Places. 

Exterior Finished 

The house now stands in the 
midst of restoration sponsored by 
the Mid-Atlantic Center for the 
Arts. With funds raised by the cen- 
ter and matched by the federal gov- 
ernment. the center has been able 
to complete the exterior restoration 
of the overgrown cottage. 

Unlike most of Cape May’s 


white gingerbread houses, the Phy- 
sick House is faceted with dark 
shadows. The exterior is painted in 
its original colors — dark green 
trim and cream-yellow wood sid- 
ing. 

As you step into the entrance 
hall, the lour guide will explain 
some of the restoration in progress. 

The ceiling and walls are papered 
with “lincrusta.” which was de- 
signed to look like etched leather. 
When the original lincrusta was 
installed, it was applied to the ceil- 
ing and walls with a paste made of 
molasses. The molasses drew so 
many flies and bugs that the restor- 
ers decided against this recipe and 
used a chemical paste. 

The tfining room, now under res- 
toration. and family parlor are dec- 
orated with Victorian clutter and 
lighted with brass and crystal 
grape-leaf-pattera chandeliers. ' 

Wax and china dolls dressed in 
delicately tatted and embroidered 
gowns fill the children’s nursery. 
The remaining rooms are arranged 
in museum style, displaying furni- 
ture. fixtures (some designed by 
Furness) and clothing of the Victo- 
rian period. 

At a lime when urban renewal 
seems to employ a slash-and-bum 
method of modernization, and 
small shore towns are prey 10 urban 
sprawl and condominium building, 
a band of concerned citizens has 
saved the architectural ancestry of 
Cape May.

QIENA, Italy, Aug. 30 (1HT) — 
i3 If the Vivaldi renaissance, 
which has rolled like a tidal wave 
over the musical world during the 
past three of four decades, had a 
birthplace, it was Siena. Here, the 
Accademia Chigiana sponsored 
countless revivals and also fostered 
important publications, such as the 
basic thematic catalog by Olga 
Rudge. So it was logical that, tins 
year, for the celebration of the ter- 
centenary of Vivaldi’s birth, the 
Accademia’s brief but distin- 
guished festival the Seitimana 
Seaese. should feature a number of 
Vivaldi performances. 

The most amibitious and the 
most eagerly awaited of these was 
the staging of the opera “L’tncoro 
nazione di Dario,” which opened in 
the Teatro dei Rinnuovati. In me 
event, the results were disappoint- 
ing and, much of the time, discon- 
certing. 

An authentic staging of a Vivaldi 
opera today is virtually impossible, 
and for several reasons. First, 
length. In the 18th century one of 
Ins operas would have lasted four 
or five hours. No modern audience 
would sit still for that long (not 
that the 18th-century audience sat 
very still). Then there is the prob- 
lem of voices, not only of the cas- 
Irati. no longer readily available, 
but also of vocal training and pro- 
duction, which have radically 


changed, so that few experts — and 
even fewer singers — have a notion 
of true Vivaldi style. And finally, 
there is the ibatter of staging. The 
1 8th century enjoyed spectacle, and 
opera bouses today have to watch 
their budgets. 

Making Fun 

In Siena, the solution chosen by 
Pier Luigi Samaritani, designer and 
director, was to make fun of the 
work being presented (and of 18th- 
century customs). Not an original 
solution, to be sure, and an unhelp- 
ful one. too. Thus, singers were 
seen putting on their costumes, ac- 
cepting flowers from admirers, 
trying to upstage their rivals. The 
scenery jerked on and off stage. 
Props were carried in by stage- 
hands. who much of the time wand- 
ered about the playing area, in fuD 
view of the audience. Also, at sever- 
al points, a swing was lowered, a 
singer climbed onto it and sang an 
aria (the cast obviously had strong 
stomachs). The two counter-tenors 
were encouraged to camp relent- 
lessly and, it seems, even to squall 
instead of sing much of the time. 

It took a determined effort of 
will on the part of the spectator to 
foDow Vivaldi's opera and to ap- 
preciate its many beautiful and im- 
aginative pages, its charming or- 
chestral effects. 

There were no Italian singers in 
the cast and the singers' faulty dic- 


tion most of the time made the 
work even harder to follow. Kathe- 
rine Ciesinski was a sweet and even 
affecting Statira, overcoming the 
handicaps of the production. John 
Angelo Massena slopped his tire- 
some prancing long enough to sing 
one aria — “Non mi lusinga” — 
with impressive musicality. before 


lapsing into his usual hollow bel- 
low. Conductor Newell Jenkins did 
his best with the newly formed 
orchestra. Giovanile 1 tali ana, a 
group of students clearly unready 
for the subtleties of Vivaldi, but 
generally speaking, the evening was 
beyond salvation. A defeat for the 
Vivaldi cause.

Honda Motor started sales of tbe

“Small cars built by the Big 
Three will all appear m Japan, 
commented the Mainichi newspa- 
per.

forces land in Japan on this scale." 

“All (he major manufacturers 
here are trying to correct the urade 
balance," sain Honda. The compa- 
ny noted that Fiesta sales here 
would be at least 2.000 units in the 
first year. 

In the past, Japan imported only 
large cars from America. “Foreign 
cars used to be strictly for the rich 
and for big companies." said Hon- 
da, “bat the new generation of 
American cars are for the general 
public here.” 

“This is the first- time that a for- 
eign car sells for less than L5 mil- 
lion yen (about $7,730) in tbe Japa- 
nese market," asserted Honda, re- 
ferring to tbe Fiesta. 

Mainichi said sales of .Fiestas, 
Omnis, Chevettes and Horizons by 
the Big Three should all run to sev- 
eral thousand units a year each, 
and “will become a threat in the 
long run” to Japanese makers. 

These cars will still be more ex- 
pensive than equivalent Japanese 
models, however, and the “threat” 
is a modest one. The imbalance in 
U.S.- Japan trade in cars is huge. In 
July, Japan shipped 148,840 cars to 
the United States and imported 
1,477 units. 

This 100-to-l disparity means 
that Japan nuts a monthly trade 
surplus in cars with the United 
States of over $500 million on Japa- 
nese customs figures or about $4 
billion in the first seven months of 
1978, up by more than 50 percent 
on 1977. 

Sales of U.S. cars here account 
for less than one percent of total 
imports, which amount to only 1.8 
percent of the market or 41,565 
units in 1977. 
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dedicated player. As to the figures 
themselves, he said, “you have to 
be skeptical of tbe numbers. 
They’re like the (notoriously vola- 
tile) weekly money supply figures. 
They’re not important over the 
long haul, but if everybody reacts 
to them, they are important.” 

The Commerce Department it- 
self warns that monthly figures are 
not necessarily significant m them- 
selves. Monthly figures, it notes, 
are subjecL to erratic variations 
stemming from strikes and differ- 
ences in times of reporting certain 
foreign transactions. 

The final figures are voluminous, 
including four different measures 
of the trade balance and numerous 
breakdowns of exports and imports 
by commodity and country. How- 
ever, the foreign-exebange market 
tends to pay attention only to one 
figure — the seasonally adjusted 
monthly U.S. trade balance, with 
exports and imports both reported 
on a the basis of “free alongside 
ship” (fas). 

The foreign trade division of the 
Census Bureau, which compiles the 
figures, also has made a number of 
changes this year that have kept 
trade-figure watchers jumping 
trying to keep up. 

The most significant change was 
one designed to reduce the rime lag 
between actual imports and the sta- 
tistical recording of the imports. 
Under a new import recording sys- 
tem instituted January, the date of 
importation rather than the so- 
called date of entry is used to deter- 
mine the statistical month in which 
imports are posted. 

The new system reduces but does 
not eliminate the amount of im- 
ports that enter the country in one 
month and get recorded in the next 
month’s figures. Because docu- 
ments may be filed with customs 
up to 15 working days after actual 
import, there is an average carry- 
over of about 15 percent Tram the 
actual month of importation to a 
later month. This is down from 40 
percent under the old system. 

Export figures involve a cany- 
over of only 2-to-3 percent. 

The common approach to the 
forecasts appears to be: use what 
hard information there is — limited 
mainly to petroleum and agricul- 
ture — and infer trends in other 
areas. 

Lawrence Brainard of Bankers 
Trust works with American Petro- 
leum Institute figures to get a bear- 
ing on U.S. purchases of crude oil 
and petroleum products, but it is 
not simple to snake these calcula- 
tions. unfortunately, there’s no 
one-to-one correspondence be- 
tween tbe API and census 
numbers,” he commented. Vari- 
ances can arise because of such fac- 
tors as delays in filing import docu- 
ments and differences in API and 
Census definitions of petroleum 
imports. 

The net effect of these factors is 
that census figures normally range 
from 3-5 to 10-15 percent’ higher 
than API numbers.

Dip Abroad 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP- 
DJ) — Foreign assets in the United 
States increased last year at a great- 
er rate than U.S. assets abroad, re- 
sulting in the first decline in the 
U.S. net international investment 
position in five years, the Com- 
merce Department said today. 

Total U.S. assets abroad in- 
creased $34.86 billion or 10.1 per- 
cent to $38 1.3 billion in 1977. For- 
eign assets in the United States in- 
creased $45 36 billion, or 17.1 
percent to $3 11.26 billion. 

As a result, the net U.S. position 
declined $10.7 billion to $70.04 bil- 
lion. In 1976, the net U.S. position 
increased $6.84 billion. 

The department said the decline 
in U.S. assets abroad was partly ex- 
plained by a drop in lending over- 
seas by US. banks. The increase in 
foreign assets here reflected a sharp

Preliminary Commerce Depart- 
ment figures showed yesterday that 
net July imports jumped 31 percent 
to 1.78 million tons from 1.36 mil- 
lion in June. July imports were 13 
percent higher than the year-earlier 
1 >58 million tons. 

To US. Sled’s ch a ir ma n, Edgar 
Speer, July imports were “very 
discouraging” at first glance. He 
said “there was hope after the May 
and June dip in imports that the 
trigger-price mechanism was hav- 
ing some effect — but the July re- 
sults indicate that just is not so.” 

Steelmakers did not give any hint 
yesterday that they would soon re- 
turn to their recently shelved strate- 
gy of pursuing anti-dumping com- 
plaints with the Treasury.

Japan Raises Budget 
To Meet 7% Growth 

TOKYO, Aug. 30 (AP-DJ) — 
The government decided today to 
spend an additional 2 J trillion yen 
(about $13.16 billion) this fiscal 
year to stimulate business and at- 
tain its promised 7-percent growth 
target. 

A draft of the supplementary 
budget bill is to be submitted Sat- 
urday to a |nmtin]» of ministers 
concerned with economic affairs, 
and then to a special parliamentary 
session to be convened next month. 
It calls for government spending of 
1.34 trillion yen for public-works 
projects ana educational and 
social-welfare schemes. 

It was also decided that public- 
works spending for the entire fiscal 
year should be increased by 2J> tril- 
lion yen to stimulate domestic eco- 
nomic activity. 

Italy Wholesale Prices 

ROME, Aug. 30 (AP-DJ) — 
Italy’s index of wholesale prices in 
July gained 8.6 percent from a year 
earlier, registering the largest year- 
on-year increase since January, the 
statistics institute reported today. 
The index, which is not seasonally 
adjusted, registered 126.6 in July 
(1976 equals 100). compared to 
126.0 in June and 116.6 in July 
1977. 

New Zealand Deficit Up 

WELLINGTON, New Zealand, 
Aug. 30 (AP-DJ) — New Zealand 
had a balance-of-payments deficit 
of$N.ZJ05 million (about $531.5 
million) in the year ending July 31, 
compared with a deficit of 
SNx.490 million a year earlier and 
a deficit of $N .2.701 milli on in the 
like period in 1976, the Reserve 
Bonk reported today.

THE COUNTRY COUSIN 
By Louis A uchincloss. Houghton Mifflin. 239pp. $8.95. 
Reviewed by John Leonard 


L OUIS Auchincloss has some in- 
teresting fun in his 28 th book. 
While “The Country Cousin” is set 
in New York in the mid- 1930s, it is, 
technically, rather a spoof of Victo- 
rian novels. literature is much on 
its mind, particularly the fiction of 
the Brontes and Jane Austen, al- 
though at one lime or another 
Shakespeare, Tolstoy. Sophocles, 
Goethe, Ibsen, Proust, Balzac, 
Thackeray, Trollope, Saint-Simon, 
Walt Whitman, Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning, Scott Fitzgerald, Emily 
Dickinson and Theodore Dreiser 
are mentioned. 

And when the burghers of “The 
Country Cousin" — the stockbrok- 
ers and lawyers and bankers and 
their female collaterals — aren't 
comparing themselves and their 
predicament to the characters and 
predicaments in the books they’ve 
read, they look at paintings and lis- 
ten to opera. They are overeducat- 
ed, usually at Yale. 

The culture is oppressive. It is, in 
fact, as if the culture — the books 
and paintings and music — h»s to 
do most of the living for people 
who are too busy making money to 
surprise themselves with life. They 
are hiding their trust funds, if not 
in an East Side browpstone, then at 
Southampton. Sex itself, encoun- 
tered by accident in, say, “Cymbe- 
line,” is “the kind of bone on which 
Dolly sometimes broke an un- 
suspecting tooth in the feast of lit- 
erature. Music, of course, was safe 
and even pictures, for one could tell 
at a glance which ones offended, 
but a library was a stable of Trojan 
horses." 

Dolly is a spinster, the wealthy 
eccentnc of the Chadboume dan. 
The “country cousin” she takes 
into her household as a paid com- 
panion is Amy Hunt, an orphan 
who imag ines herself to be one “of 
those Bronte governesses, those 
dowerless Austen heroines." Amy 
is Jane Eyre, looking for a Roches- 
ter. She is also Vesuvius. She finds 
the Chadboumes passionless, and 
so she erupts in the best tradition 
of Romantic vapors. She declares 
her love for Dolly’s married neph- 
ew, Herman, who is so flattered 
that he leaves his wife and his chil- 
dren and his brokerage, to live with 
Amy and paint pictures in Green- - 
wich Village. 

But H erman won't do. After a 
considerable amount of hugger- 
mugger having to do with codicils 
to wills, Amy returns to Dolly, 
whose subscription to life then ex- 
pires as a consequence of stroke. 
Amy is proposed to by Jamey 
Coates, the faipily lawyer who rem- 
inds her of Dairy in “Pride and 
Prejudice" and wno thinks of him- 
self as Lohengrin. They wed, buL 
they have a guilty secret, which, in 
turn leads to blackmail, which, with 
the help of Herman, is taken care 
of at the expense of ethics and 
idealism. The “fire and light" of 
Amy has been a form of arson. 

. One of the things Auchindoss is 
saying in his gentle, ironic way is 
that life, especially in New York 
and especially during the Depres- 
sion, doesn’t have a happy Victori- 
an ending The real wend was more 
accurately described by Dreiser. 
"Totality” of love is impossible. 
The 19th century didn’t know how 
to compromise. Everybody has a 
Watergate. As the unlikely Herman 
tells Amy when the Sturm, hits the 
Drang: “Has it ever occurred to 
you, Amy, that you might be too

aggressive about life? When you 
were living with Aunt Dolly, you 
decided that none of us had any 
passion in our lives, and it was up 
to you to supply iL Now you've de- 
cided we have no morals, so you 
must supply them, too.” 

A novel that begins with Amy’s 
imagining herself to be the heroine 
of a novel ends with Amy's won- 
dering whether she should write the 
novel of herself, and Auchincloss 
has, of course, obliged. 

"The Country Cousin" hums 
along, tike an expensive dock or 
orfan As is usually the case with 
Auchindoss. the manners or money 
are closely observed, the women 
are superb, dinner parties are in- 
variably thaumaturgic, and wit is a 
feather. He does not bludgeon; he 
tickles. Except for “The Great 
World and Timothy Colt" and 
“The Rector of Justin." he seems in 
bis novels to lack the greedy ambi- 
tion of a Proust or a Henry James 
— his two favorite mannerists — or 
of the 19th-century temperament so 
spoofed in these pages. He does dol 
groan; he sighs. 

His flummoxed burghers do the 
Because of what 1 take to 
intention, he re- 
quires his characters to talk to one 
another with heavy- breathing 
adverbs: “Amy said ■ ruefully. 
“Dolly retorted gruffly.'’ "Amy de- 
manded resentfully." Also: “ ‘And 
I thought it was my crime, my own 
crime, to confess, to expiate!’ she 
moaned.” And: “ ‘Darling, he’s 
idling me he loved you more than I 
do!’ He cried in a strange, cracked 
tone." The conventions of Victori- 
an melodrama are strummed, as if 
bn a harp of razor blades. The li- 
brary is full of dangerous naifs. 

Accustomed as we are to novel- 
ists who scream, a Louis Auchin- 
doss, a whisperer, is too easily 
underrated. His entertainment 
stings. In a marvduus essay in 
“Matters of Fact and Fiction," 
Gore Vidal suggests that Auchin- 
doss is a secret enemy of his own 
dass. This is true. Auchindoss. 
however, forgives that class. Vidal, 
alas, cannoL

TV Executive 
Is Critical of 
PTA Report 

PEORIA, I1L Aug. 30 (AP) — 
Some critics of television program- 
ming, induding the Parent-Teacher 
Assodation, do not want to im- 
prove the medium but to control it. 
according to the president of ABC- 
TV. 

A spokeswoman for the national 
PTA in Chicago has denied the 
claim. 

“The national PTA’s rating of 
TV programs on the basis erf vio- 
lence and sex is so far from being 
legitimate and reasonable (hat one 
is forced to comment,” James E. 
Duffy told the Illinois Broadcasters 
Association. 

"The PTA would tike to be in a 
position to say what the American 
people will see on TV ” the media 
executive said. 

Mr. Duffy was critical of the 
PTA's recently released “report 
card” of prune- time television 
shows. “The survey was an irre- 
sponsible assault on the freedom of 
Americans to choose what the 
want to see on TV," Mr. Duff 
said. 

“We’re not interested in censor- 
ship and we're not trying to define 
the taste of the nation,” countered 
Sandra Fink, director of public in- 
formation for the PTA. 

. “What we are trying to do, and 
we are having only limited success 
- because the networks are resisting 
us, is geL them to. assume greater 
responsibility in programming in 
the public interest," she said.

R OME. Aug. 30 (Reuters) — A book of 
whimsical letters written by Pope John 
Paul I to long-dad authors such as Charles 
Dickens and Mark Twain has become an 
overnight best seller since the papal election 
on Saturday. 

The letters were written for an ecclesiasti- 
cal magazine in Padua during the 1960s and 
early 1970s and have only come to the atten- 
tion of the Italian public since the election. 
One of the letters was addressed to the 

storybook character Pinocchio — “I was. 
poor and hungry like you, Pinocchio" — 
and another to a legendary bear who gave 
up bestiality after eating the horse of a saint 
The future pope chose to write to the op- 
era hero Figaro to deliver a light-hearted at- 
tack on the the Beatles, who were at the 
height of their fame in the mid-1960s. Clear- 
ly incredulous at the popularity of the Bea- 
tles, he wrote: “Four young disheveled sing- 
ing birds. . . whom the Queen of England 
has to shut up about, but on whom she has 
conferred high honors." 

As his focus roams from socialism to mar- 
riage and abortion, the former patriarch of 
Venice shows a puckish sense of humor 


masking rigid beliefs on the issues of the 
day. 

“Dear Dickens.” he writes. T am a bish- 
op who has taken up the strange job of writ- 
ing a letter every month to some illustrious 
person." 

Dickens is Pope John Paul's favorite 
author, whom he has read since his child- 
hood in northern Italy. It is the novelist's 
sympathy for the poor and his desire Tor so- 
cial change that delights the pope in “David 
Copperfield" and “A Christmas Card.” 

“You turn all your sympathy cm the 
oppressed," he said in his letter to Dickens. 
“Against them stand the oppressors, whom 

you disgrace with your pen dipped in the 
genius of anger and irony.” 

Tunes have changed, he wrote. The work- 
ers of Europe are no longer oppressed. 
Unions and socialism have given thgm 
something to live for. The letter to Dickens 
concluded: “The whole world is a poor- 
house and has such need of God.” 

His harshest words were reserved for big 
business, which, he said, used the Beatles to 
exploit the young generation, selling them 
millions of records and modern clothes. 


teaching them to think only of what he 
called “up-to-date elegance and fashion." 

On Ho Chi Minh, Che Guevara and Fidel 
Castro, the future Pope warned that, for all 
their professed good intentions, they only 
destroyed and divided nations in the search 
for utopia. “They cannot see that disorder, 
in their spiral of violence, usually slows 
progress, sowing only discontent and hate." 

In a letter to 18th-century Italian play- 
wright Carlo Goldoni, he left no doubt 
about his strong opposition to abortion and 
his fears for the role of women in the face of 
growing emancipation. Equality between 
the sexes has led to a society in which wom- 
en move "in an atmosphere under m i nin g 
their sane convictions and their religious 
and moral life,” he said. 

He rebuked women politicians for pro- 
claiming in the Italian Parliament women’s 
sexual freedom and refuted arguments for 
legalized abortion, filing jj an “infection or 
epidemic. . . an illness imported from out- 
side Italy." 

All of which leaves the reader remember- 
ing what Pope John Paul once told an inter- 
viewer — “Well, if I hadn't been a bishop, 1 
would have wanted to be a journalist.”

Religion vs. Science in Case of U.S. Indian Remains 


TY/AUKESHA, WIs., Aug. 30 
VV (AP) — A judge who ruled 
that ancient Indian remains found 
in a Milwaukee suburb must be re- 
buried says the case involved a con- 
flict between religion and science. 

Waukesha Circuit Judge Max 
Raskin said that religion should 
take precedence in the case of the 
remains found at a construction 
rite in Elm Grove. 

Indian groups had argued that 
exhuming the remains amounted to 
a sacrilege. They first attempted to 
have the rite protected, then asked 
to take custody of the remains for 
reburial 

Richard Watkins of the Intertri- 
bal Cultural Committee testified 
that human remains should not be 
treated as artifacts such as the 
Dead Sea scrolls. 

But David Overstreet, president 
of the Great Lakes Archaeological 
Research Center, said that scien- 
tists should be allowed to complete 
research on the remains, which in- 


clude seven skeletons, a partial 
skeleton and various artifacts be- 
lieved to date to Indian cultures of 
3,000 to 5,000 years ago. 

“Our only interest was in the col- 
lection and dissemination of infor- 
mation that, if lost, could never 
again be duplicated,” Mr. Over- 
street said. 

“It is truly unfortunate that na- 
tive American religious and spiritu- 
al interests are at odds in this 
instance,” he said. “The real trage- 
dy of this event is that everyone 
loses. The probable outcome will 
be the willful destruction of knowl- 
edge that can never be replicated." 

Robert Canard of the Milwaukee 
Indian Health Board said the re- 
mains would be reburied at a secret 
rite on a northern Wisconsin Indi- 
an reservation. 

South Dakota Case 

FORT THOMPSON, S.D., 
Aug. 30 (AP) — Indian victims of a 


500-year-old massacre, unearthed 
by archaeologists working for the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, will 
be reburied on the Crow Creek In- 
dian Reservation, the corps has 
announced. 

The archaeologists have been 
working at a mass grave containing 
the skeletons of some 200 men, 
women and children who apparent- 
ly died sometime around the year 
1500 defending the Ankara village 
against another Indian tribe. 

Tribal chairman Robert Phil- 
brick had said he would meet with 
the secretary of the Army and the 
Corps of Engineers this week to 
protest removal of the bodies from 
the reservation. But the corps said 
that Mr. Phil brick had been told in 
mid-June that the tribe could de- 
cide where the bodies should be 
reburied. 

“It has always been corps policy 
in past Indian situations such as 
this one to to rebury the remains on 


Indian land according to tribal 
wishes,” the corps said in a state- 
ment released at district headquar- 
ters in Omaha, Neb. 

The statement also denied that 
archaeologists on the rite overlook- 
ing the Missouri River had been 
forbidden to speak with reporters. 
It said they merely had to clear 
their statements first with the 
corps. 

The corps said that the excava- 
tion was necessary because erosion 
and vandalism had begun unearth- 
ing some of the bones at the rite. 

Dr. Larry Zimmerman, assistant 
professor of social anthropology at 
the University of South Dakota, 
said that it was the first lime in the 
state’s history that such an effort 
was being made to preserve this 
type of historical rite. 

“The corps has truly realized 
their responsibility to the people of 
South Dakota and the people of the 
conn try in their efforts to preserve 
this historical landmark," he said
